Thaw's arrival, not to tell her what 
has happened, saving that the shock 
might prove dangerous. 


The earl told the newspaper men 


he expected to allow the Countess 'of 
Yarmouth, Mrs. Thaw's daughter, to 
break the sad news to her. He had 
first planned to tell her on the train, 
but changed .his mind later. The earl 
showed signs of great nervousness in 
meeting Mrs. Thaw. 


Mrs. Thaw on leaving the steamer 


was dressed in deep mourning and 
looked ill. 


Mrs. Thaw and the party accom- 


panying her, arrived in London at 1 
o'clock this afternoon 
and went at 


once to a private hotel where they- 
denied themselves to everyone.

Alexander Blair Thaw met Mrs. Thaw 
and made the trip here with her. Ev- 
ery effort was made to protect Mrs.

Washington, July 3.—The Vineless 


Potato company of Pullman, Ills., has 
just been denied the use of the mails. 
Its claim through agricultural papers 
that it had a system 
whereby the 


tuber could be grown above the 
ground without vines was not 
par- 


ticularly objectionable ;but when it 
pretended it. would guarantee by the 
use of its preparation "Potatine" at 
$4.30 per package, that more potatoes 
could be raised in a bin ten feet wide, 
five feet high and one hundred feet 
long than on an acre of ground, the 
enterprise fell under the displeasure 
of the agricultural department where 
the inspectors and chemists discover- 
ed that the company worked on a 
fact well established for fifty years, 
that potatoes kept in a dark damp 
warm place would form new tubers. 
But the department claims the spe- 
cial preparation was merely a low 
grade of sulphate of potash, 
that 


elaborate specifications for the

Mayor McCleery's report

accepted. The report showed a total 
collection of $300.50 in fines and li- 
censes of which $171.60 was for the 
city and $129.00 for the county. 


Shortly before council convened on 


Monday night, twenty workmen em- 
ployed on th;y new building 
being^ 


erected by Richard Dold at the corner 
of West Main and Fifth streets, were 
placed under arrest for violating a 
city ordinance in beginning the con- 
struction of an area-way under the 
sidewalk at that point without the 
permission of the council. 
Monday 


afternoon Mr. Dold 
requested that 


the matter be brought 
before the 


council, which was done, a resolution 
being introduced by Mr. McNealy giv- 
ing Mr. Dold -permission to construct 
an area-way in front of his property 
on West Main street, 
on condition 


that it be sealed with the exception 
of an air grating at one end. 
The 


resolution was adopted on the 
third 


reading. The workmen were releas- 
ed immediately after the action of 
council.

Preparations Madtt to Carry Into Ef- 


fect the Provisions of the Meat In- 
spection Law—Panama Bonds Of- 
fered to the Public—New Public 
Buildings. 


Washington, D. C., July 3.—Repre- 


sentative Tawney (Rep.), chairman of 
the -house committee on appropria- 
tions, has prepared a detailed state- 
ment concerning the appropriations 
for the next fiscal year beginning July 
1, 1906, made by congress during the 
session just closed, in which he claim's 
that the per capita cost of govern- 
ment in1 the United States, including 
federal and state, is less than that in 
any European country. Mr. Tawney 
enters upon an analysis to show the 
various channels into which the total 
appropriation of ?880,103,301 will be 
diverted. He begins 
by dedueting 


?139,456,415 provided for the sinking 
fund, the Panama canal, etc., "showing 
that the real appropriation for the 
conduct of the 
government for the 


fiscal year is 1740,726,886. To meet 
this demand he estimates that the 
total revenues (customs, internal and 
postal) will be ?781,573,364. 


In a statement made for the Demo- 


cratic minority Representative Living- 
stone makes a comparison of the ex- 
penditures provided for by this con- 
gress, $880,183,301, with the expendi- 
tures of 1898, the first year of Presi- 
dent McKinley's administration, when 
the figures were $528,735,079, a dif- 
ference of $351,448,222. Commenting 
on this showing ne states: "The 
growth in appropriations sustains the 
contention that the Republican party 
stands for extravagance in public ex- 
penditures in order to use that ex- 
travagance as a cloak for their more 
^bjectionable purpose of maintaining 
a high protective tariff to favor the 
trust combinations of manufacturers 
of the country." 


To carry into effect the meat in- 


spection 
law, the 
civil 
service 


commission announced an examination 
of inspectors to be held on the 21st in- 
stant. 
The regulations under which 


the examinations are to be held do not 
require that the inspectors be veterin- 
arians, but they must from experience 
be qualified to determine whether or 
•not meat is sound, wholesome and fit 
for human food and must be competent 
to supervise the preparation of various 
meat foor products. 
The entrance 


salary is $1,000 per annum. 


Arrangements are being made by 


the treasury department to carry into 
effect the provisions 
of the omnibus 


public building law( which was enacted 
just before final adjournment of con- 
gress. The measure provides for the 
acquisition of about 200 public build- 
ings in various parts of the country. 
The sites for between 50 and 60 of the 
buildings to be erected already are 
owned by the government.

Bedford 


was examined by Assistant

was secured that Thaw and Miss Nes- 
bit were not married abroad, as first 
reported, but that the first ceremony | 
was performed in Pittsburg. He told 
Garvan' that Thaw and Miss Nesbitj 
had never registered as man and wife 
while abroad, though they lived in 
that relation. 
The valet 
said they 


always occupied communicating rooms 
and that the pair seemed to be much 
in love with one another. 
Bedford 


said he had been in Thaw's employ 
six years. 
He 'said he never knew 


White and he never heard his name 
mentioned by 
either 
Mr. or Mrs. 


Thaw. He further said he had never 
carried any communications 'to White 
and as far as knew no 
communica- 


tions had ever been received from the 
architect. 
The prosecution hopes to
